Mrs. Gillard with her children w as 
w aiting in the dining room to tell her 
story when her husband entered and 
assaulted her, it is alleged, w ith a 
pair of heavy tongs.

pistol. 
Gillard

Conspiracy — Detach­ 
ment of Rural Guards Under Com ­

Suppress the Revolution. 


Havana, March 17.—The first armed 
uprising against tho now Cuban re­ 
public occurred within a little more 
than six weeks after the inauguration 
of General Gomez as president. 
How 
serious the movement is it is impossi­ 
ble to determine at present, all that 
is known being that a sergeant of the 
rural guard stationed at the town of 
Vueltas, in Santa Clara province, with 
a party of seven men, some other 
members of the rural guard and a 
number of peasants, took to the woods 
and that the troops are in active pur­ 
suit. 
While the movement apparently is 
unimportant numerically, all indica­ 
tions point to the fact that it is part 
of a widespread conspiracy, the na­ 
ture of which is indicated by a dis­ 
patch received li^e, which stated that 
a special train carrying a detachment 
of the rural guard under command of 
Major General Monteagudo was pro­ 
ceeding as quickly as possible for 
Vueltas. 
News of the rising reached the pal­ 
ace, but was suppressed for a time, 
when, according to the first account, 
it appeared that a sergeant and seven 
of the rural guards had mutinied and 
-deserted from a post near Vueltas. 
Later an official statement was given 
out to the effect that Sergeant Cortes 
and seven men had started an insur­ 
rectionary movement, the motive for 
which, It was officially declared, was 
the refusal of the government to give 
Cortes a commission as captain in the 
regular army. 
W ill Suppress Uprising. 
President^Gomez declared his inten­ 
tion of instantly suppressing the ris­ 
ing and making an example of all con­ 
cerned. 
He ordered the rapid concen­ 
tration of troops in the vicinity of 
Vueltas for the purpose of surrounding 
the fugitives. 
Orders were issued to 
the troops to take no prisoners if they 
encountered resistance and not to 
cease the pursuit until all had been 
killed or captured. 
Later It was learned that a con­ 
spiracy had been unearthed in which 
the rural guard was implicated. 
At 
Placetas a former captain of the rural 
guard, Lavastida by name, and at 
Vueltas, Corporal RIchardo and two 
civilians were arrested on the charge 
of complicity In the insurrectionary 
movement. 
The district where the 
trouble has occurred is strongly Lib­ 
eral. Santa Clara being the home 
province 
of 
President 
Gomez, 
of 
which he formerly was governor. 
All 
the p articipant in the rising are re­ 
ported to be Liberals of the Miguelista 
faction, among whom it is known 
there l as recently been widespread 
dissatisfaction over the distribution of 
offices. 
Senor Castellanos, the presi­ 
dent’s secretary, said that this doubt 
less was the cause of the disturbance, 
to which the government attached lit­ 
tle importance, being satisfied that 
the movement was weakly and spora­ 
dic, and that the prompt capture of 
the fugitives could be regarded as 
certain. 
However, the dispatch of troops 
from Havana under command of a 
major general to a point twelve hours’ 
distant from the capital Is taken as 
an indication that the situation possi­ 
bly is more serious than the govern­ 
ment is willing to admit.

United States Watching Events 
in Central America. 


Washington, March 17.—Because of 
the unsettled condition existing in 
Central America it is the intention of 
the 
administration 
to keep 
three 
United States war vessels stationed 
In the waters on the western coast for 
a time at least. These will include 
two armored 
cruisers 
of 
Admiral ; 
Swinburne’s fleet and the gunboat , 
Yorktown. 
The two cruisers, Maryland, now at! 
Acajutla, and the Washington, now I 
about to proceed for Amapala, will re- { 
main in Central American waters un­ 
til relieved by two sister ships after j 
the latter have completed their target 
practice at Magdalena bay, to which J 
place the fleet is gradually proceeding. 
In the event it is necessary to I 
maintain the 
warships 
in 
Central J 
America for any length of time, dll 
the vessels finishing their target prac­ 
tice will return to the south if neces­ 
sary. The presence of these vessels 
in the disturbed district, it is believed, 
will have a beneficial effect and at 
the same time will be a means for af­ 
fording prompt communication to this 
government of any warlike demonstra­ 
tions that may be made by any of the 
countries. 
It is said at the state department 
that so far as Washington was con­ 
cerned there were no developments in 
the situation in Central America, and 
but little news had been received 
from any of the American representa­ 
tives there.

INVENTI0N 0F CHIEF ELECTRICIAN 


Was Put on Train From St. Paul 


Last Night and Trial Trip 


was Very Successful 


The Northern Pacific railway is test­ 
ing a new electric lighting system on 
the train running between Brainerd 
and the twin cities. 
The system is the 
invention of W. J. Bohan, chief elec­ 
trician of the Northern Pacific and is , 
automatic, requiring no train 
electri- i 
cian. 
It is a combination of dynamo 
and storage batteries and so arranged 
that when the train reaches such a 
speed that the dynamo, which is driven 
from the axle of the baggage car, will 
produce the necessary current it is 
automatically thrown into the lamps in 
the cars. 
When the current exceeds 
the need of the lights the surplus is 
automatically switched to a storage 
battery and when the train slacken 
speed the 
battery is automatically 
thrown onto the lights. 
Mr. 
Bohan 
came up last night with the train, the 
dynamo being mounted in an old sleep­ 
ing car which was attached to the train 
for experimental purposes. 
When de­ 
veloped it will be placed in the baggage 
car and cased so that baggage can be 
piled on top of it.

Bohan stated 
that the trial was eminently satisfac­ 
tory and that the train was lighted 
with it on the way up without the 
slightest trouble. 
The trial trip hail 
developed the necessity for a few slight 
alterations which would be made and 
then the trip would be again made.

Remarkable Tent Provides In M inis- I 
ture All Luxuries of a Summer Home. 
Veranda a Feature— Bathtub, Folding i

Bed and Hanging Wardrobe. 


A remarkable tent which in m iuia- j 
ture will provide almost all of tho 


; luxuries of a summer home will be j 
! part of the equipment of President j 
Roosevelt's Afric an hunting trip. The I 
entire outfit for the expedition was j 
purchased in London, where details of i 
j the paraphernalia were recently made j 
| public. 
The tent is provided with a bath­ 
room, a veranda, a folding bed, a 
| wardrobe and all the appurtenances of 
! a comfortable residence. 
It is remark­ 
able in the fact that in entirety it 
might lie inclosed in a steamer trunk. 
The equipment has been gathered 
under tile supervision of F. C. Selous, 
a famous pioneer in big game shooting. 
The tent, which will accommodate two 
persons, is 12 by IO feet and 7 feet (5 
inches high in the center. It is lined in­ 
side with turkey red tw ill/and has all 
sorts of pockets to hold odds and cuds. 
| It is double ridged, which provides for 
a second canvas, affording greater pro­ 
jection from the elements and in the 
heart of the day keeping the interior 
cooler. 
Under this second canvas, 
know’ii as the “fly,” the “boys” sleep, 
sharing the space w’ith their loads. 
The bath is of canvas on a folding 
frame, w’hich by the simplest possible 
readjustment becomes a w’ashstand. 
Outside the tent there hangs a can­ 
vas water cooler. There arc also can­ 
vas buckets for carrying, the w’atei 
from the nearest spring. 
First in importance Inside the tent li­ 
the folding bed. fitted with rods for 
the mosquito curtains. 
Quickly dis­ 
mounted, the bed can be neatly packed 
in a bag, something like that used for 
carrying golf clubs, and the w’hole 
package weighs only aboig tw’enty-two 
pounds. By w’oy of covering there are 
usually two “.Iaeger” sheets and two 
camel's hair blankets, as in th ' 
altitude it is frequently cold

Other features of the interior are a 
folding table weighing about four 
pounds, a canvas hanging wardrobe, a 
folding mirror, a dressing roll, replac­ 
ing the conventional hand dressing 
ease. and the green canvas ground 
sheet. 
To the tent poles are attached 
leather straps, fitted with brass hooks 
for guns, coats and other articles 
which it is desirable to hang lip. 
For lighting it is usual to take sev­ 
eral windproof “hurricane” lamps, a 
mechanical oil lamp requiring no ( him- j 
ney, a collapsible candle lamp and per­ 
haps one or tw’o reading lamps. 
Two persons on a three months’ big 
game hunting expedition w’ould want 
between fifty and sixty native bearers 
to carry their outfit and provisions 
The “boys” are directly under the 
command of a headman, who acts as 
guide. Many of the natives are clever 
cooks, and, with their own ovens plac­ 
ed In a hole in the ground, they will 
speedily bake bread or roast small 
game or joints. 
For other foods and methods of cook­ 
ing the hunter takes with him what is 
called the “cook’s box,” in the makeup 
of which great ingenuity is displayed. 
The box is only about two feet six 
inches long and fifteen inches wide 
and is divisioned. In addition to sup­ 
plies of groceries for the day up to 
twenty-eight pounds, it contains a 
large kettle, a frying pan with folding 
handle, a grill with telescoping handle 
and a saucepan capable of boiling a 
large pudding or a round of meat. 
In big game hunting it may often 
arise that death is only to be avoided 
by having to hand a good weapon, a b ­ 
solutely reliable. The greatest possible 
care has therefore to be given to the 
selection of one's guns, rifles, revolv­ 
ers aud other weapons. 
For birds and other small game the 
hunter wants a good English ejector 
12 bore double barreled shotgun; for 
lions and deer the most serviceable 
weapon Is a 303 bore English single 
barrel rifle or a Mauser or Mannlicher 
of similar bore—i. e., carrying a car­ 
tridge about three inches long. 
For 
really big game, such as elephant, rhi­ 
noceros and hippopotamus, he must 
have a first class double barreled, high 
velocity cordite rifle of 400-500 bore, 
which carries a cartridge from four 
and a half to five inches long. Besides 
these a good English pattern revolver 
and a first class hunting knife are 
W’anted for emergencies, such as quick­ 
ly dispatching a wounded animal at 
close quarters. 
Apart from his camping and hunting 
outfit one man on a three months’ big 
game 
hunt 
requires 
about 
fifteen 
“chops.” 
A “chop” is a box of gen­ 
eral provisions weighing, complete, six­ 
ty pounds. 
Among the contrivances not already 
mentioned w hich make for comfort iu 
big game shooting are a combined 
folding spade and pick for trenching 
round the tent in case of rain, fold­ 
ing metal boottrees, hair clippers and 
safety razors, barbers being scarce in 
Uganda; av e rtab le weighing balance, 
which enables one to give figures to 
skeptical friends; a patent pump filter, 
indispensable w here the W’ater is thick 
and muddy-; a mincing machine, an 
alarm clock and a walking stick which 
at the will of the owner becomes a 
stool, upon w’hich he can seat himself 
to wait for big game ’without undue 
fatigue.
